The entire province of Alberta will 
sympathize with the citizens of Leduc 
who are indignantly demanding the fullest 
ome investigation into the cause of the 

atal hotel explosion last Saturday. 

Explosions, except in some rare Cir- 
eurnstances which do not seem to have pre- 
vailed at Leduc, do not happen of their 
own accord, 

Carelessness, inefficiency or some 
Other human factor is usually at the basis 
of such catastrophes. 

Thus, no cursory probe will be suf- 
ficient to weet the demands of a situation 
in which 10 people lie dead and 16 are in- 
jured. 

Somebody is responsible for this tragic 
occurrence and somebody must pay a pen- 
alty for it. 

But while all this is true, it does not 
excuse any of the wild talk that has been 
heard around Edmonton in the past couple 
of days. 

Too many people are obviously func- 
tioning as examining experts, as coroner’s 
jurors and as judge and jury. 


There is too much tendency to con- 
demn a principle because there has been a 
single exception to it. 

For instance, there are certain reasons 
to believe that a leakage of natural gas 
caused the Leduc explosion. 

It has not yet been established definite- 
ly and officially that such is the case, 
But it is the most reasonable explanation 
offered up to the present. 

If a leakage of natural gas caused this 
explosion, natural indignation, grief and 
resentment should not cause people to for- 
get that where natural gas, improperly 
handled, may have precipitated one major 
disaster, natural gas, properly handled, 
has served and still serves thousands of 
communities over a long period of years 
without the slightest risk to the users. 

If gas caused the calamity, it should be 
remembered that it is not gas itself that 
should go on trial but those who presum- 
ably handled it carelessly. 

No one ever suggests abolishing the 
automobile because an automobile, driven 
by a drunken or a stupid driver, kills a 
pedestrian. 


A Poor Kind of Recruiting 


When the time comes, if it comes, to re- 
cruit further forces for the Canadian 
army, the Canadian parliaments should 
issue rather definite instructions to De- 
fence Minister Brooke Claxton who says 
he is “not particularly concerned” that, out 
of the Korean expeditionary force of 9,000 
men, 703 went absent without leave and 
104 were classed as deserters. 

If Mr. Claxton is “not particularly con- 
cerned” about this record, somebody 
should be. For obviously, according to the 
reasons given by some of the absentees, 
recruiting was on a most unsound basis. 

It seems to be established that many 
absentees took themselves off when they 
discovered that the prospect of immediate 
fighting was pretty slim and that they 
were slated for probable occupation duties. 


Somebody, clearly, had failed to make 
it plain to them that enlistment involves 
discipline and obeying orders and does not 
involve one or two Light Brigade charges 
and then home in a blaze of glory. 

Other deserters, it seems, had been told 
that all their domestic troubles would be 
taken over by the army. When that failed 
to be the case, they simply ran away to 
straighten out their household affairs, 

This very bad record of absenteeism 
and desertion is not to be laid primarily 
at the doors of the volunteers. 

They appear to have been promised 
a great deal that they should not have 
been promised and a great deal of which 
it would be impossible to fulfil. 

It is not a good foundation upon which 
to build a new army. 


Just Once In Twenty-Five Years 


Some other city departments should 
regard the record of Edmonton telephone 
officials and blush. 

Most telephone lines run from the 
central exchange at 100 street and 102 
avenue along 100 street to the top of Mc- 
Dougall Hill. From that point they are 
distributed east, west and south. 

The telephone department is going to 
dig up that part of 100 street to lay new 
cables. They will lay enough of them to do 
for the next 25 years. 

It is 25 years since they disturbed 100 


street for a similar purpose. 

The engineer’s department which 
seems to take pride in the number of 
times it can dig up a street in a year, 
should study telephone department meth- 
ods. 

The usual method is to wait until new 
paving is down and then to go in once for 
sewer, a second time for water and pre- 
sumably a third time to recover forgotten 
tools. 
This once in every 25 years is almost 
too good to be true. 


Kidnapping Sentimentality Shocking 


Canadians will read with shocked 
amazement of the tremendous outburst of 
sentimentality over a confessed kidnap- 
per in Sante Fe, New Mexico. 

The kidnapper, a woman’ doctor, ad- 
mits that she lured a nine-year-old child 
from her home and held her for ransom. 
She drugged the child and left her on the 
dirt-floor of a filthy shack where the tem- 
perature was nine above zero. 

The medical profession in Sante Fe 
has rallied to her defence. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, it is reported, have 
been subscribed for her bail and for other 
defence expenses. 

No one would expect any decent per- 
gon to abandon a friend because he or she 
was in trouble. 


ODDS AND ENDS 


But this wholesale rushing to protect 
the perpetrator of a vicious crime is en- 
tirely inexplicable. 

One would think that members of a 
profession devoted to alleviating pain and 
sworn to the relief of human suffering 
would repudiate rather than uphold a fel- 
low doctor who so callousiy, according to 
her own confegsion, inflicted pain and suf- 
fering. 

Kidnapping is a horrible crime at best. 
It is bad enough when it is committed by 
some dull, ignorant and unimaginative 
person incapable of realizing what anguish 
the act involves. 

When it is committed by an educated 
person, whose very purpose in life is to 
assuage distress, it becomes unspeakably

there are some forms of joint 
disease which continue to get 
worse in spite of all efforts to 
conquer them, 
but many kinds 
of arthritis can 
be cured, Even 
those who suf- | 
fer from the 
worst forms of 
the disease can 
usually be 
helped tremen- 


dously 

There is much ur. soraen 
to be learned about the rheumat- 
ic diseases, including arthritis. 


It is most encouraging, there- 
fore, that from being almost an 
orphan in medicine 20 years ago, 
interes, in these disorders has 
grown to an important place in 
medical thought, 


For example, the American 
Rheumatism Association, which 
consisted of only a handful of 
physicians in 1930, has become 
an important medical organiza- 
tion. 

Last year the American Rheu- 
matism Association was host to 
physicians from all over the 
world at the International Con- 
gress of Rheumatic Diseases held 
in New York City. This past 
June the Association met in San 
Francisco, and the members 
heard many important papers 
about arthritis

It is most gratifying to be able 
to report this increased activity 
aimed at diseases which cause s0 
much suffering, and so much loss 
of time from useful work. ‘he 
history of the conquest of disease 
is full of examples in which great- 
er endeavor has brought success. 
In the case of arthritis and its 
relatives this history should be 
repeated, Success should come, 
but it cannot be expected over- 
night. 


excellent booklet, Dr. John Ray 
of the Workmen's Compensation 
Board of B.C. points out that “we 
are not all gifted equally in the 
ability to make use of what we 


have left ... (But) much is to 
be gained by discussing problems 
with others who understand the 
difficulties.” 

William Gray has some ex- 


tremely useful tips about how to 
get rid of the bug-bear of all 
amputations cases—that it, “phan- 
tom limb.” 

I remember Mr. Gray telling 
me years ago, when I interviewed 
him on the radio, that the abso- 
lute necessity is to educate the 
subconscious mind that the physi- 
cal limb is no longer there. 

Such education will help the 
person to avoid the numerous 
falls, etc, which come from in- 
voluntary movements, taken be- 
fore remembering the handicap, 
He also claims that “phantom 
limb” aches can be eliminated. 


Fully Formed 
In Our Dreams 

I once asked William Gray to 
help me in’a small research, My 
personal experience is that no 
crippled person ever sees himself 
or herself in a dream as crippled, 
but always as straight and whole. 
Tasked Bill Gray to inquire 
among his acquaintances and ask 
whether this was so, His answer 
was exactly what I had also 
found: 


In the spiritual form there are 
no cripples. In every case we 
have discovered, no one-legged 
person ever dreams of himself 
except as with both legs. 

Students of mysticism will 
smile at the above—for it is mere 
confirmation of truths taught by 
such schools for many centuries: 

There is an outer physical body, 
or material form, which is subject 
to laws of matter, But there is an 


inner being too, indestructible 
and (I believe) immortal. 
Bill Gray's little book, of 


course, has nothing to do with 
this sort of thing, (That's my 
baby), His book is down-to- 
earth teaching about how to live 
fully, despite the kind of acci- 
dents which afflict us physically.
